Schabarum 
Takes Laok 
At Billings 

Supervisor Pete Schaba¬ 
rum has asked for a month¬ 
ly accounting of the County 
Department of Health Serv¬ 
ices’ unbilled claims in an 
effort to defuse what he 
calls a ‘time bomb looking 
for a place to go off.” 

Schabarum’s request fol¬ 
lows closely on the heels of 
a Grand Jury recommenda¬ 
tion that the Board of Sup¬ 
ervisors require the depart¬ 
ment to implement a "fair 
and equitable billing sys¬ 
tem at the earliest possible 
date.” 

In hand with that recom¬ 
mendation, says the Supervi¬ 
sor, is the Board's own di¬ 
rective that an investigation 
be undertaken to determine 
differences between rate 
structures at various county 
facilities, especially regard¬ 
ing revenue generation in 
health services. 

They are all red flags, 
says Schabarum, signaling 
that all is not well in the 
Department of Health Serv¬ 
ices’ patient billing system. 

“I’m not certain,” says 
Schabarum, "that the Direc¬ 
tor of Health Services or the 
Chief Administrative Officer 
have adequately spelled out 
to the members of this 
Board just how ser i o u s 
things are.” 

Schabarum says the led¬ 
gers show millions of dol¬ 
lars in unbilled, aged ac¬ 
counts on hand in the var¬ 
ious hospitals. 

“And,” he said, “to dat<> 
I have not seen any projec¬ 
tions as to when the enor¬ 
mous billing backlog will be 
cleaned up.” 

To accomplish this goal, 
says Schabarum, the de¬ 
velopment of a sy s t e m 
which can process patient 
accounts in a timely fashion 
is going to require an enor¬ 
mous effort. 

“But,” he says, “it is abso¬ 
lutely essential that we get 
our system operating at 
maximum efficiency.” 

His request for a monthly 
accounting of billing proce¬ 
dures would continue until 
such time as it is deter¬ 
mined that the billings are 
being done in an adequate 
fashion.

CITY COUNCIL TURNS 
PROPOSED CITY HALL 

,The regular meeting of the Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil was called to order by Mayor David May at the hour 
of 7:30 on Tuesday evening, January 11. 


The Mayor called upon 
Councilman Abernet h y to 
give the invocation and the 
Flag salute, after which roll 
call was made, followed by 
the approval of the minutes 
and the approval of the 
evening’s agenda. 

Having no presentations 
to make Mayor May called 
for audience discussion to 
the Council and then turned 
to Administrative reports 
and City Council action 
items. 

The Mayor then a n - 
naunced that the first of 
two Public Hearings on the 
Urban County Housing and 
Community Develop m e n t 
Program for the fiscal year 
1977-78 was now open. 

The Staff of the City then 
presented a prepared list of 
proposed projects for block 
grant funding and made it 
available for Council and 
citizen review and comment. 
After some discussion and 
second Public Hearing, re¬ 
quired by law was set for 
Tuesday evening, January 
25 at the hour of 7:30 in 
the Council Chambers. 

Since the City of Sierra 
Madre has been denied EDA 
Funds for the building of 
the new nroposed City Hall, 
it now becomes necessary 
for the proposed huilding to 
be built by the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency, hence it was 
necessary to amend the 
agreement with the City’s 
Architect, Frick, Frick and 
Jette and approve a trans¬ 
fer of the subject agreement 
fo the CRA. Following this 
procedure it was also neces¬ 
sary', due to the above facts, 
that the transfer of the City 
Facility project also be 
made to the CRA. 

A motion was made to 
adopt Resolution No. 77-1, a 
Resolution of the City Cuun- 
cil of the City of Sierra 
Madre tranferring the City 
Hall Project to the Com¬ 
munity Redev elopment 
Agency. A second was re¬ 
ceived and the Resolution 
was so adopted. By motion 
and second the transfer of 
the Architect’s agreement 
was approved. 

A necessity for budget 
purposes, it is necessary for 
a city to make a formal re¬ 
quest to the County Asses¬ 
sor’s Office for a prelimin¬ 
ary estimate of property 
assessments for the coming 
year. City Administr a t c r 
David Lur.d so notified the 
City that it was his desire 
to make such a request for 
the 1977-78 estimate. The 
Council authorized the re¬ 
quest. 

By a request of the City 
Attorney the Council ap¬ 
proved a 30-day extension 
for submission of the Con¬ 
flict of Interest Code.

Rainfall 

Insufficient 

Although the season’s first 
substantial storm, from De¬ 
cember 30 to January 4, pro 
duced heavy precipitation, it 
accomplish little in relieving 
California’s long range 
drought, the California De¬ 
partment of Wat e r Re- 
sources said today. 

Nearly all the moisture in 
the storm was absorbed into 
the ground, with little run¬ 
off Into streams or reser¬ 
voirs.. More than ten more 
storms of the same magni¬ 
tude would be needed during 
the next two months before 
California would begin to- 
escape the likelihood of ser¬ 
ious water shortages next 
summer, said Donald H. 
Neudeck, chief of DWR’s 
flood operations branch. 

The storm produced near¬ 
ly four inches of rain in the 
San Francisco Bay area and 
about the same amount of 
moisture in higher portions 
of Sierra watersheds from 
the American to the San 
Joaquin River. Up to four 
feet of snow fell during the 
storm. However, relatively 
little moisture fell in ex¬ 
treme northern California. 

Neudeck noted that Jan¬ 
uary normally produces sev¬ 
eral storms of this magni¬ 
tude.

Speaking 

The People Must Know 

By Howard Jarvis 

Chairman, United Organizations of Taxpayers 

The possibility of the average American to buy and 
own his own home for his family, which has always been 
the great American dream has turned into a forlorn bad 
nightmare. It is estimated that more than 32 middle in¬ 
come Americans have been taxed and priced right out 
of the housing market. 

Ten years ago a typsical young couple buying an 
average new house could start with a down payment 
of $2,650, plus $300 closing costs and financed on a 25 
year mortgage at 6.5 interest with a monthly payment of 
$155. Today this same couple would be required to put 
$5,050 down plus $500 closing costs, with an 8.75 per cent 
interest and with monthly payment of $374. In California 
now, the property tax is over and above thos monthly 
mortgage payments and is generally between $250 and 
$400 per month. It is easy to see why home buying is 
impossible for most. 

Unless the family has a minimum income of $25,000, 
they are forced to live in cheaper residences, generally 
apartments. This cold fact is a heartbreaker for those 
who have always lived by the dream of owning a place 
of their own. The only way today, a family can buy a 
home i s where three or more members of the family are 
working and able to contribute to the almost impossible 
costs. 

It is estimated by government experts that less 
than one third of the American families can pay for a 
home, and although the costs of interest, building ma¬ 
terials and labor could possibly be lowered, the prospects 
of ever higher property taxes puts another chill on home 
buying. Home ownership has changed to an expensive 
luxury for most people. 

The inability of the average American family to be 
able to acquire a home of their own i s a very serious 
matter in a free country. It is a condition which helps 
deteriorate both the people and the nation. It creates in¬ 
security, instability and frustration. The inability of most 
Americans to build or buy places to live also creates a 
serious unemployment factor especially in the construc¬ 
tion industry. It is also true that when the construction 
industry is at a low level, all other industries are forced 
to reduce their employees as well. Impossible high taxes 
are the main ca-use of unemployment. 

One way to attack this malady is to put a limit on 
the amount of property taxes home and property owners 
are required to pay. These are reasons why people should 
get signatures to put the Jarvis one per cent property tax 
limitation on the ballot. Petitions can be had by calling 
936-4982. 

Supervisor Kenneth Hahn has asked Congress to open 
a full investigation^ into the swin flu vaccine program. 

“Congress should determine whether the program was 
politically inspired and whether there was adequate testing 
•before the public was urged to accept the program,” Hahn 
said in a motion adopted by the Board of Supervisors. 

“It seems compulsory vaccinations in the future will 
be jeopardized, when needed for a serious epidemic or 
disease, because the American public will not have con¬ 
fidence in the health authorities’ recommendations.” 

Hahn also sugested President-elect Jimmy Carter con¬ 
sider establishing a fact-finding committee to get the facts 
on the swine fliu program. 

Copies of Hahn’s motion were ordered sent to the 
California delegation to Congress, to the Speaker of the 
House of .Representatives, to Senator Alan Cranston and 
to Senator-elect IH. I. Hayakawa. 



What! No Insurance? 

Supervisor Kenneth Hahn is considering a class- 
action law suit against the automobile insurance industry 
because he contends Los Angeles County rates are higher 
than other counties in California. 

‘This is an unfair practice because citizens of Los 
Angeles are paying the same taxes for good roads, police 
protection and street maintenance,” Hahn said. 

"There is no reason why Los Angeles County motorists 
should pay higher insurance premiums than persons from 
nearby counties, such as Orange and Ventura.” 

Hahn has asked County Counsel John Larson and 
Chief Administrative Officer Harry Hufford to review the 
possibility of the county entering into a class-action suit. 

Los Angeles County government ha s 7,000 vehicles, of 
which 6,000 are recommended to be self-insured by the 
county. 

Fire Department and Flood Control District vehicles 
are self-insured for the first $50,000 damage. 

But county special districts do have regular-type, non- 
deductible liability insurance. 

There are 142 vehicles in the special districts, which 
include waterworks and sewer districts, and the premium 
i s $26,626 per year. 

There are another 124 in the Air Pollution Control 
District with an annual premium of $37,966. 

Hahn believes these vehicles may be the subject of 
a class-action suit by the county against the insurance 
industry. 

“There is .no doubt we are paying a higher rate for 
our insurance because it is Los Angeles County, while 
other counties are paying less,” Hahn said. 

He ha s asked Chief Administrative Officer Hufford to 
contact the 79 cities in Los Angeles County to determine 
how many of them have liability insurance on their city 
vehicles and would consider joining in a class-action law 
suit. 

“If a suit i s filed, it will be on behalf of all the 
motorists of Los Angeles County and would be an effort 
to reduce their insurance premiums to the same lower 
rates paid by motorists of nearby counties,” Hahn said. 

An investigation by Hahn has disclosed automobile 
insurance redlining has resulted in what may be a $559 
million annual ripoff of nearly four million Los Angeles 
County motorists. 

An Orange County motorist with standard coverage 
•can pay a $377 annual premium and commute daily to 
downtown Los Angeles. 

A person who lives downtown, with identical coverage, 
would pay $629. 

A person commuting from Ventura would pay $363 
even less than the Orange County driver. 

Hahn also is concerned over the one million motorists 
in Los Angeles County who .don’t have insurance because 
of the high rates.

All Fictitious Business Name Statements filed or refiled during the year 1972 will expire 
on December 31, 1977. If you filed your statement during 1972, California law reguires you to 
prepare a new statement and file it with the County Clerk before December 31, 1977. If Ihe 
information in your new statement is different from the information which was in your 1972 
statement, the law also reguires that the new statement be published in a legally gualified 
newspaper. The law provides that "the news paper selected for the publication of the state¬ 
ment should be one that circulates in the area where the business is to be conducted." (Sec. 
17917 — Business and Professions Code)

All receipts that represent 
deductible expenses should 
be filed separate! ly .under an 
applicable caption — medi¬ 
cal, contributions, interest, 
taxes, miscellaneous (safe 
deposit box fee, professional 
dues . and subscriptions, tax 
relurn preparation fees, et 
cetera). A system such as 
this enables you to conven¬ 
iently gather the informa¬ 
tion needed at year-end for 
preparing your income tax 
return. 

A similar method can be 
.used for the various cate¬ 
gories of income such as 
segregating all brokers’ ad¬ 
vices for dividend income 
and/or sales of securities 
and passbooks or coupon 
books for interest income. 

Remember, all rcco r d s 
normally should be retained 
for four years from the date 
the return was due or filed, 
if later, except records of 
property acquisitions (real 
estate, stock, etc.). Records 
of transactions relating to 
the cost basis of propery 
should be retained for as 
long as they are necessary 
to substantiate the cost 
basis of the property for 
income, gift or estate tax 
purposes. 

As a result of the Tax Re¬ 
form. Act of 1976, a benefi¬ 
ciary’s basis in property re¬ 


ceived from an estate cre¬ 
ated after December 31, 
1976, will be generally de¬ 
termined with reference to 
the deeendent’s basis. (There 
are exceptions for market¬ 
able securities.) You should 
prepare an Inventory of all 
assets owned on December 
31, 1976, schowing the cost 
or other basis of the assets 
and the acquisition date. All 
records relating to the ac¬ 
quisition of the assets whe¬ 
ther acquired by gift, inheri¬ 
tance, or purchase should be 
retained. 

If you are unmarried and 
maintain your home as the 
principal place of abode for 
a dependent including an 
unmarried child, grandchild, 
stepchild, or parent, you 
may qualify for the lower 
“head of household’’ rates. 

You wall be considered 
unmarried if you are legal¬ 
ly separated under a decree 
of divorce or separate main¬ 
tenance agreement and are 
living apart from your 
“spouse” at the close of the 
taxable year and file a sep¬ 
arate return. An interlocu¬ 
tory decree of divorce is not 
considered to be a legal sep¬ 
aration. 

You are "maintaining a 
household” if you provide 
. more than one-half the cost 
of maintaining the home as 
the principal place of abode 
for a dependent child, and 
the dependent child resides 
in the home for the entire 
taxable year.

separate abode, including a 
room in a rest home, for 
your dependent mother or 
father will also entitle you 
to use “head of household” 
rates. 

The dependency exemption 
is $750 for each qualifying 
dependent. Generally, a per¬ 
son qualifies as your depen¬ 
dent if you provide more 
than half of his support, and 
certain other tests are met 
(gross income, relationship 
and citizenship).

A dependent’s gross in¬ 
come may not exceed $750 
for the year. The gross in¬ 
come test does not apply, 
however, if the dependent is 
your child (foster children 
included) and under 19 
years of age or a full-time- 
si udent for at least five 
months of the year. The ex¬ 
emption is lost if a mar¬ 
ried dependent files a joint 
return. 

If veteran’s assistance or 
a student lean are used to¬ 
wards your child’s support, 
these amounts should be 
counttxi as contributions by 
your child to his or her own 
support. Scholarships are 
ignored for the support test. 

Genertlly, a single indivi¬ 
dual must have gross income 
cf $2,450 before a return 
need be filed. 

However, in certain situa¬ 
tions, a return must be filed 
if gross income is only $750 
or more. These situations 
are as follows: 

1. The child is a depen¬ 
dent under 19 years old. and 
his or her gross income in¬ 
cludes unearned income (for 
example, interest on a sav¬ 
ings account); 

2. The child is a student 
who qualifies as a depen¬ 
dent of his or her parents, 
and whose gross income in¬ 
cludes any unearned in¬ 
come. 

The return must be filed 
even though no tax is due 
or payable.
